D EICHSFUEHRER HITLERS MUCH 
^ press agented Reichstag declaration next 
Sunday may or may not give the world some 
details of his "post-purge” policy. In the 
meantime, however, there would appear to be 
more than ordinary significance in the reor-!

Blame for many of the commit 
menu to the Boy*' and Girls' In¬ 
dustrial Homes could often he 
attached to the parents, said Miss 
Isobel Harvey, superintendent in 
British Columbia for neglected 
children, when she spoke to mem¬ 
bers of the Children's Aid Society 
at their annual luncheon meeting 
at Spencer's yesterday. 

Miss Harvey said her duties 
often took her to the Industrial 
Homes, and frequently she be¬ 
came annoyed when she saw 
some of the boys and girls who 
had been sent there. 

"They are considered thor 
oughly bad. when there Is noth¬ 
ing wrong about them except 
that they have problem parents," 
she said. 

In her address Miss Harvey 
dealt with the problems of adop¬ 
tion and explained the new 
Adoption Act. whereby adopting 
parents must wait a year before 
an adoption can be legalized. 

"It the adopting parents are 
decent people, who don't need our 
Inspection, they should be will¬ 
ing to wait the year for the sake 
of those children who do need 
the Inspection," she said.
